PEOTONE, 111. (AP) — Au­ 
tho rities to day sifted thro ug h 
ev idence to determine if there 
are any links to the killing s o f 
three perso ns who se bo dies 
hav e been fo und alo ng Inter­ 
state 5 7 so uthwest o f Chicag o . 
The nude bo dy o f Betty Lo u 
Harmo n, 29, o f Darien, a sub­ 
urb west o f Chicag o , was fo und 
Tuesday in a field abo ut 200 
y ards fro m Manteno Ro ad near 
the interstate. 
Autho rities said the bo dy was 
fo und by a priv ate pilo t asked 
to search the area by the wo m­ 
an’s husband after he learned 


o f the slay ing s o f Do ro thy Cer- 
ny , 25 , and her finance, J ames 
Schmidt, 25 , bo th o f Chicag o . 
Mrs. Harmo n had been re­ 
po rted missing since Sunday 
when she left her mo ther’s 
ho me in Manteno abo ut 9 :30 
p.m. The car she was driv ing 
was fo und abo ut two ho urs lat­ 
er in Chicag o . 
The bo dies o f Miss Cerny and 
Schmidt were fo und abo ut 11:00 
p.m. Sunday by a passing mo ­ 
to rist beside 1-5 7 ,20 miles no rth 
o f where the Harmo n wo man 
was fo und. 
Miss Cerny , Schmidt and 


Mrs. Harmo n each died o f sho t­ 
g un wo unds, autho rities said. 
A Manteno wo man said she 
had been sto pped Sunday o n I- 
5 7 by three men in a car. She 
said their auto bumped her car 
in the rear, and when she g o t 
o ut, o ne o f the men threatened 
her with a sho tg un. 


She was able to g et back to 
her car and driv e away un­ 
harmed. She repo rted the in­ 
cident to the po lice abo ut an 
ho ur and 20 minutes befo re the 
bo dies o f the Chicag o co uple 
were fo und. 


Chicag o po nce jo ined in the 
search Tuesday fo r the slay ers 
o f the co uple. In an effo rt to 
lo cate an eng ag ement ring 
wo rn by Miss Cerny , po lice be­ 
g an an inv estig atio n o f Chicag o 
pawn sho ps. 


Po lice said the Harmo n car 
was reco v ered abo ut a mile 
fro m where Miss Cerny ’s auto 
was fo und Mo nday , and the 
Harmo n auto was inv o lv ed in a 
traffic accident aro und 11:30 
p.m. Sunday . The driv er, a 
man, fled the scene, they said. 
Mrs. Harmo n was an admin­ 


istrativ e assistant to the assist­ 
ant superintendent o f Madden 
State Ho spital in Hines. 
Her husband, J erry , is a co n­ 
ducto r fo r the Illino is Central 
Gulf Railro ad. He was o ut o f 
to wn Sunday and Mo nday . 


The co uple had no children. 
Miss Cerny was an elementa­ 
ry scho o l teacher in Berwy n, 
and Schmidt was emplo y ed by 
a Chicag o trucking firm. The 
co uple had planned to be mar­ 
ried in No v ember. 
No mo tiv e has been estab­ 
lished in the Harmo n slav ing .

Haig J r., will retire fro m activ e 
duty and co ntinue as chief o f 
the White Ho use staff, a po st he 
has held o n an interim basis. 
Fo rmer Secretary o f Defense 
Melv in R. Laird was appo inted 
co unselo r to the President fo r 
do mestic affairs and, in that 
Cabinet-rank po st, will in effect 
succeed J o hn D. Ehrlichman 
who resig ned April 30 alo ng 
with the fo rmer staff chief H. 
R. Haldeman. 
Ro nald L. Zieg ler, while re­ 
maining as press secretary , 


will be g iv en the added title o f 
assistant to the President and 
g iv en a ro le in White Ho use 
po licy making . 
Haig ’s retirement fro m the 
Army will take effect Aug . 1, at 
which time he will be appo inted 
assistant to the President. A 
fo rmer deputy to fo reig n po licy 
ex pert Henry A. Kissing er, 
Haig had been recalled to the 
White Ho use fro m his po st as 
Army v ice chief o f staff fo llo w­ 
ing Haldeman’s resig natio n. 
To day ’s anno uncement said 
Haig will be respo nsible fo r 
“ co o rdinatio n and superv isio n

WASHINGTON (AP) - That 
so metimes-capricio us riv er o f 
hig h-speed air abo v e the No rth­ 
ern 
Hemisphere, 
the 
jet 
stream, has been a majo r cul­ 
prit in the reco rd rash o f to r­ 
nado es 
and 
o ther 
unusual 
weather acro ss the natio n in re­ 
cent mo nths. 
Go v ernment meteo ro lo g ists 
said Tuesday the jet stream 
has been unusually stro ng fo r 
sev eral mo nths: 
—Causing mo re than 7 00 to r­ 
nado es since J an. 1, mo stly in 
So uthern states. 


—Dumping heav y rains fro m 
the Appalachians to the Mid­ 
west and do wn into the So uth. 
—Causing dro ug ht co nditio ns 
in the Pacific No rthwest. 
The weathermen say the jet 
stream appears to be weaken­ 
ing no w, po ssibly lessening to r­ 
nado 
activ ity 
in 
So uthern 
states. 
They also said their J une o ut­ 
lo o k sho ws a shift in the heav y - 
rain picture fro m the Midwest 
and So uth to the Middle Atlan­ 
tic, So uth Atlantic and Gulf 
Co ast. It also appears, they 


said, that the weakening jet 
stream will cause rain in the 
Pacific No rthwest during J une. 
Like its sister, the “ po lar 
jet,” flo wing abo v e no rtherly 
areas o f the earth, the sub-tro ­ 
pical jet stream is hundreds o f 
miles wide and 20,000 feet hig h. 
It whirls eastward aro und the 
g lo be at an altitude o f fo ur to 
sev en miles. 
In recent mo nths, the jet 
stream g o t inv o lv ed with a 
tro ug h o f lo w pressure pre­ 
v ailing fro m the Great Lakes to 
the Mississippi Valley .

Witnesses said Hill stag g ered 
upstairs leav ing a trail o f blo o d 
screaming , “ They g o t me.” He 
co llapsed in the middle o f the 
Play bo y lo ung e as 30 terrified 
custo mers watched two well- 
dressed assailants flee o ut the 
do o r, dash acro ss No rth Mich­ 


ig an Av enue and escape. 
Hill’s clo thing was fo und in a 
pile in the washro o m, po lice 
said. They said two recent ro b­ 
bery v ictims in a Lo o p ho tel 
had been fo rced to strip after 
being ro bbed in a washro o m. 


Alan Blo ck, an insurance

10 minutes befo re the 
sho o ting o ccurred, said Hill ex ­ 
cused himself to g o to the 
washro o m. 
“ The nex t thing I knew, sev ­ 
eral sho ts rang o ut,” Blo ck 
said. “ Then HiU appeared at 
the to p o f the stairs wearing 
o nly his so cks.” 
“ As he co llapsed in a po o l o f 
blo o d near the bar, a co uple o f 
ho tel emplo y es chased the as­ 
sailants o ut the do o r. But they 
g o t away ,” Blo ck added.

The ship’s captain said the 
packag es were liv e bo mbs and 
were thro wn o v erbo ard, o ffi­ 
cials repo rted.

A few weeks ago, residents in Pa­ 
cific Palisades, Calif., h ad q u ite a 
su rp rise wh en th ey answered th e 
doorbell and fou nd Gov . Ronald 
Reagan standing th ere with a p eti­ 
tion form. 
Reagan was leading off a state­ 
wide driv e to gath er enou gh signa­ 
tu res to p u t a p rop osed constitu tion­ 
al amendment on th e Nov ember bal­ 
lot. Th at amendment wou ld limit th e 
p ercentage of a p erson’s income 
wh ich th e state cou ld take in tax es. 
Presently California takes arou nd 
8.75 p er cent of total p ersonal in­ 
come in th e state, and th e amend­ 
ment wou ld set a constitu tional limi­ 
tation of ap p rox imately sev en p er 
cent. 
Th e p etition driv e, with a goal of 
800,000 signatu res by Ju ne, was 
made necessary becau se liberal 
Democratic leadersh ip in th e state 
legislatu re blocked action th ere to 
p u t th e matter on th e ballot. 
Democrats will p robably come to 
regret th at decision, since Reagan’s 
p rop osal p romises to be immensely 
p op u lar. Inclu ded in th e referendu m 
is a 20 p er cent rebate on 1973 income 
tax es, made p ossible by th e $852 mil­ 
lion su rp lu s th e state cu rrently en­ 
joy s. Mu ch of th e total resu lts from 
reforms in th e welfare and Medi-Cal 
p rograms sp onsored by Gov . Rea­ 
gan. 
Th e amendment wou ld req u ire 
th e redu ction of th e state’s sh are of 
p ersonal incomes by .1 p er cent a 
y ear for th e nex t 15 y ears. Th is rep ­ 
resents a sav ing to th e tax p ay ers of 
abou t $118 billion ov er 15 y ears, as 
op p osed to wh at th ey ’ll p ay if th e 
bu dget continu es to increase at its 
p resent rate. 
Th e Reagan Plan, if ap p rov ed by 


th e v oters, will also set max imu m 
local p rop erty tax rates, and p rov ide 
safegu ards against sh ifting costs 
from state to local gov ernments. 
In argu ing for th e p lan, Reagan 
noted th at go v ernment—federal, 
state, and local—is keep ing nearly 
45 cents ou t of ev ery dollar earned. 
“If we as Americans allow th at 
trend to continu e, it is only a matter 
of time before we’ll h av e noth ing of 
ou r earnings to sp end for ou rselv es. 
Th e sp ecter of su ch u tter dep end­ 
ence on gov ernment sh ou ld be 
frigh tening to ev ery citizen wh o v al­ 
u es ou r traditional v alu es of self-re­ 
liance and ou r p rodu ctiv e free enter­ 
p rise way of life,” Reagan said. 
He conclu ded, “I am conv inced 
th at California h as an u np aralleled 
op p ortu nity to sh ow th e way to th e 
rest of th e nation—th e way to re­ 
v erse th e trend we h av e been a wit­ 
ness to .” 
Th e Reagan Plan h as two ch ief 
adv antages: it p rov ides for a roll­ 
back in th e tax rate, rath er th an 
merely “h olding th e line,” and it at­ 
tacks th e sp ending p roblem directly , 
rath er th an attemp ting to deal with 
h u ndreds of indiv idu al p rograms, 
each with its own lobby . 
Reagan h as already annou nced 
th at h e will retire from th e gov er­ 
nor’s ch air nex t y ear, and th at h e 
will not be ru nning for th e U.S. Sen­ 
ate. Instead, h e p lans to trav el 
th rou gh ou t th e cou ntry , adv ising 
oth er states to enact similar p lans to 
limit th e amou nt of a p erson’s in­ 
come wh ich th e gov ernment can ev ­ 
er take. And it is not inconceiv able, 
giv en th e obv iou s strong ap p eal of 
th e p lan, th at it cou ld easily make 
h im a formidable candidate for 
p resident in 1976.

Su p p ose th ey cried “Wolf!” and 
nobody came? 
It h ap p ened in th e fable and it 
cou ld h ap p en for real if env ironmen­ 
talists and oth ers wh ose bu siness it 
is to alert u s to th e fu tu re don’t learn 
to temp er th eir alaru ms with com­ 
mon sense. 
Fo r instance, say s Stewart L. 
Udall, th e cu rrent sh ortage of gaso­ 
line is a national “nigh tmare.” 
“Rationing h as already begu n,” 
say s th e former secretary of th e In­ 
terior, wh o now ru ns h is own env i­ 
ronmental consu lting firm in Beth e- 
sda, Md. “Th e wh ole cu trate seg­ 
ment of th e gasoline indu stry is be­ 
ing forced ou t of bu siness. It may be­ 
come a th ing of th e p ast before th is 
y ear is ou t.” 
Wh ile th ere h av e been and are 
gasoline and oth er fu el p inch es in 
p arts of th e cou ntry and may be 
worse ones to come, th e latter state­ 
ment will be news to th ou sands of in­ 
dep endent stations wh o h av e been 
p u mp ing th e same v olu me th rou gh ­ 
ou t th e “crisis” and at th e same 
p rices, desp ite irresp onsible p redic­ 
tions by some p eop le th at gasoline 
will soon cost a dollar a gallon. 
Au gu st is th e month wh en th e 
real gasoline cru nch will be felt, 
say s Udall, wh o th en p roceeds to 
giv e th e v ery kind of adv ice th at 
cou ld p recip itate th at cru nch and 
oth er kinds as well: 
“My adv ice is for p eop le to take

th eir v acations before Au gu st and 
p lan to stay closer to h ome.” 
Hav ing h ad th at last fling, Amer­ 
icans, h e su ggests, are going to h av e 
to ch ange th eir life-sty le drastically 
from h ere on ou t, p articu larly with 
resp ect to au tomobiles. 
It may well be th at America’s 
h oney moon with th e internal com­ 
bu stion engine is nearing its end. Pe­ 
troleu m simp ly h as too many v alu a­ 
ble u ses for so mu ch of it to be 
bu rned u p ju st in mov ing p eop le 
arou nd. Neith er do we want to go 
comp letely into h ock with th e Arabs, 
wh o seem to be sitting on most of th e 
world’s oil. 


Bu t it is interesting th at th ose 
wh o are most alarmed abou t th e 
gasoline sh ortage in th e 1970s are th e 
same ones wh o worried in th e 1960s 
th at we were abou t to be asp h y x iat­ 
ed by au tomobile ex h au sts—with 
one resu lt th at today ’s low-p ollu tion 
bu t gas-gu zzling cars h av e contrib­ 
u ted no little bit to Udall’s p resent 
“nigh tmare.” 
Scare talk is a good way to get 
p eop le’s attention; it is th e worst 
p ossible way to encou rage th em to 
make rational decisions. 
Anoth er danger is th at wh en th ey 
discov er th at th e situ ation is not 
really as bad as th ey were led to be­ 
liev e, th ey may conclu de th at th ere 
is noth ing to be concerned abou t at 
all.

Th ere is an oil sh ortage in th e 
United States. It cannot only h alt th e 
nation’s transp ortation sy stem and 
leav e Americans sweltering o r 
freezing—it is also th reatening to 
p araly ze ou r agricu ltu ral p rodu ction 
and create drastic food sh ortages. 
Th ere is a great new sou rce of oil 
in north ern Alaska. An env ironmen­ 
talist ou tcry th at it migh t affect th e 
ecology of th e Alaskan wastelands to 
bu ild a p ip eline to sou th ern Alaska— 
and p erh ap s annoy a h erd or two of 
caribou —h as for y ears dep riv ed th e 
United States of oil it desp erately 
needs. (Dev elop ment of new discov ­ 
eries of oil on th e eastern continental 
sh elf is also being blocked by th e en­ 
v ironmentalists.) 
Now th e p oliticians h av e gotten 
into th e act. Th ey want Alaskan oil 
to be p ip ed for th ou sands of miles 
th rou gh Canada and into th e Mid­ 
west. Th ey , too, are weep ing ov er 
th e caribou and delay ing v itally nec­ 
essary oil from Alaska’s north ern 
slop e to reach th is cou ntry . If th ey 
were really at work try ing to ex p e­ 
dite th e flow of oil, th ere migh t be 
some ju stification for th eir actions. 
So far, th ey h av e merely su cceeded 
in slowing down ev en fu rth er th e al­ 


ready creaky wh eels of Congress. 
And wh ile th e env ironmentalists 
and th e p oliticians p lay th eir little 
games, th ey are making su re th at 
th e American p u blic remains con­ 
fu sed and u ninformed. Th is is some­ 
th ing to bear in mind if th e neigh bor­ 
h ood gas station sh u ts down or th e 
h ome oil distribu tor cu ts off deliv er­ 
ies. 
Th en wh at are th e facts? 


To begin with , p lans for th e Ala­ 
skan p ip eline h av e been refined so 
th at th e p reciou s caribou will not be 
distu rbed and th e v ast areas of Ala­ 
skan wasteland will not be endan­ 
gered. 
Far more imp ortant, th e Alaska 
p ip eline will be in op eration th ree 
y ears from now—if Congress au ­ 
th orizes it immediately —and it will 
cost some $3.5 billion. Th e Trans- 
Canada p ip eline will not be op era­ 
tiv e u ntil 1983, ev en if th e go-ah ead 
signal is giv en tomorrow, and wh en 
ev ery th ing is added u p —p ip es, 
maintenance roads, etc.—it will cost 
close to $10 billion. 
Th e Trans-Canada p ip eline, 
moreov er, cannot be begu n u ntil th e 
United States and Canada negotiate 
a treaty and Congress ratifies it.

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Former 
Wh ite Hou se Cou nsel Joh n Dean h as 
at last su ggested th e first comp re­ 
h ensible motiv e for th e Wh ite Hou se 
p olice sq u ad break-in at th e Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
One of th e most bizarre asp ects of 
th e Watergate affair h as been wh at 
on earth officials of President Nix ­ 
on’s camp aign committee th ou gh t 
th ey cou ld learn th at made it worth 
committing a federal crime. 
Bu t now Dean h as raised th e p os­ 
sibility th at th e GOP sp ies may h av e 
been looking for ev idence th at cou ld 
be u sed to link Democratic officials 
with th e news leaks and radical 
demonstrators trou bling th e admin­ 
istration. 
It now ap p ears th at th e Wh ite 
Hou se was darkly su sp iciou s and 
ev en a bit p aranoid th at all th e indi­ 
v idu als and grou p s wh ich ch al­ 
lenged Presidential p olicy were se­ 
cretly manip u lated th rou gh some 
massiv e Democratic p lot. 
On th e face of it, th e Wh ite Hou se 
attitu de sou nds not only distorted 
bu t faintly ridicu lou s. In th e first 
p lace, Democratic leaders h av en’t 
been able for y ears to get togeth er 
long enou gh to organize th eir way 
ou t of a p ap er bag. And secondly , 
many of th ose same p eop le irritating 
th e dickens ou t of th e President h ad, 
du ring v ario u s p erio ds, embar­ 
rassed nearly ev ery p ro minent 
Democratic p olitician ex cep t Sen. 
George McGov ern. (And to th e de­ 
gree th ey h elp ed McGov ern, th ey 
were doing th e President a fav or, 
since h e wanted McGov ern to win 
th e Democratic nomination.) 
Bu t, as Sam Erv in, Senate Wa­ 
tergate inv estigating co mmittee 
ch airman, said in disgu st th e oth er 
day , “Some p eop le see consp iracies 
u nder ev ery rose bu sh .” And th e 
President h ad su rrou nded h imself 
with adv isers wh o distru sted all ou t­ 
siders and wh o were definitely of a 
consp iratorial bent of mind. 
Dean’s illu minating comments 
came du ring an interv iew with Time 
magazine last week. He was asked 
wh y th e Wh ite Hou se th ou gh t it h ad 
to create its own secret secu rity 
agency instead of rely ing u p on th e 


ex isting ones, like th e FBI and CIA. 
“Th e ex isting agencies,” h e said, 
“nev er cou ld tie in th e demonstra­ 
tors or th e leaders with p artisan p o­ 
litical motiv es. Th ey cou ld not tie 
th ese p eop le to th e Democrats and 
th ey cou ld not tie th em to any p artic­ 
u lar p olitical figu re.” 
Th e lo gical interp retatio n of 
Dean’s remarks is th at a major 
fu nction of th e President’s secret p o­ 
lice force was to get dirt on Demo­ 
cratic officials and th ereby blacken 
th e entire p arty to h asten th e dev el­ 
op ment of th e new Rep u blican ma­ 
jority . 
Th is is corroborated by inv esti­ 
gators wh o h av e seen th e secret doc­ 
u ment smu ggled by Dean ou t of th e 
Wh ite Hou se, wh ich th ey describe as 
ou tlining p lans not ju st to stamp ou t 
dangerou s su bv ersiv es bu t to u nder­ 
mine legitimate p olitical op p osition 
as well. 
Seen in th at contex t, p articu larly 
since th e p olice sq u ad’s oth er illegal 
esp ionage activ ities h ad failed to 
p ro du ce th e desired ev idence, 
sneaking into Democratic h ead­ 
q u arters becomes merely anoth er 
mov e in th e p attern. 
Oth er ex p lanations offered so far 
for th e Watergate bu rglary h av e 
been u nsatisfactory and p u zzling. 
Th e h oods migh t h av e believ ed th ey 
were doing someth ing to h elp Cu ba, 
bu t th eir op erating boss, Joh n Eh r- 
lich man, knew better. Th e su gges­ 
tion th at th ey were after secret con­ 
tribu tor lists nev er q u ite h eld water, 
becau se th e DNC was clearly so p oor 
it h ad few worth wh ile contribu tors 
at all, and becau se McGov ern, wh o 
almost h ad th e nomination sewed u p 
at th at time, kep t h is own lists else­ 
wh ere. And th e DNC was little more 
th an a h ou sekeep ing center du ring 
th at p eriod. 
Bu t it makes more sense if th e 
bu rglars were looking for a p iece of 
p ap er or setting u p bu gging ap p ara­ 
tu s th at migh t tie a Democratic offi­ 
cial to th e radical grou p s th rou gh fi­ 
nancial h elp or adv ice. 
It remains a foolish as v eil as 
criminal th ing to do. Bu t p olitically 
it is more u nderstandable th an oth er 
reasons p u t forward.

Ev en th en, th ere are legal obstacles 
wh ich may be insu rmou ntable. Be­ 
fore a p ip eline may be bu ilt th rou gh 
Alaska, Canada, and th e United 
States, th e Secretary of th e Interior 
mu st giv e h is ap p rov al. He is bou nd 
by law to giv e th at ap p rov al only if 
th e p ip eline is owned by American 
citizens. Bu t th e Canadians insist 
th at th ey mu st own 51 p er cent. 
Th e env ironmentalists will not 
tell y ou th at th eir objections h av e 
been answered. Th at wou ld sp oil th e 
fu n. And th e p oliticians are keep ing 
mu m abou t th e non-ex istence of 
th eir case for a Canadian p ip eline. 
Th at migh t sp oil th eir p rofits. Th e 
Federal cou rts ov ertu rned Adminis­ 
tration ap p rov al of th e Alaskan 
p ip eline wh en it was discov ered th at 
th e necessary righ t of way wou ld be 
wider th an wh at is allowed by stat­ 
u te. Congress cou ld h av e amended 
th e law in 24 h ou rs, bu t month s h av e 
p assed and ou r h onorable legislators 
h av e done noth ing. 
Th e Democratic leadersh ip h as 
oth er fish to fry . Sen. J. William Fu l- 
brigh t h as lau nch ed a new set of 
h earings to p rov e th at Israel is to 
blame for th e oil sh ortage. (It mu st 
h av e taken a major effort of will on 
Fu lbrigh t’s p art not to blame th e re­ 


cent tornadoes on Israel.) Sen. Hen­ 
ry Jackson, wh o sees h imself th e 
nex t President, blames th e adminis­ 
tration for wh at Congress h as failed 
to do. Th e oth er leaders want noth ­ 
ing more th an to o rate abou t Cambo­ 
dia or Watergate. Some are too bu sy 
figh ting th e President for h is p re­ 
su med “u su rp ation” of p owers Con­ 
gress h as forgotten h ow to ex ercise. 
And th e rest are far more interested 
in dreaming u p new way s to raid th e 
Treasu ry by th eir boondoggles to get 
off th e dime. 


Bu t th e real blame mu st lie with 
th e American v oter. For decades h e 
h as been su ckered by th e congres­ 
sional sh ell game. He may h u rt and 
h e may cry , bu t wh en th e Senate and 
th e Hou se begin mov ing th at p ea 
arou nd, h e is still conv inced th at h e 
knows u nder wh at sh ell it is. If h e 
were really arou sed, h e cou ld force 
th e Congress into getting u s th e Ala­ 
skan oil we so desp erately need—o r 
into p u tting an end to ou r h ell-bent 
race to national bankru p tcy . Bu t h e 
is too bu sy try ing to keep h is ey e, on 
th e righ t sh ell, and h as y et to learn 
th at th e p ea ju st sin’t th ere.

Beh ind th e scenes Israel now h as 
an ex p losiv e Watergate of its own. 
Oth er p ressu res also u nknown to ou r 
p u blic are gnawing at th e fiery h eart 
th at keep s Israel togeth er. Th e so- 
far-h idden p otential is a ch ange in 
basic U.S. p olicy in th e face of ou r 
energy crisis. 
Newly installed Israeli President 
Ep h raim Katzir and aging Premier 
Mrs. Golda Meir, 75, are try ing des­ 
p erately to keep th e lid on th e scan­ 
dal in brav e, su rrou nded little Isra­ 
el. Bu t ou r State Dep artment p ri­ 
v ately feels th at, th rou gh th e combi­ 
nation of p ressu res, it can eru p t into 
a more “ev en-h anded” treatment of 
ou r Arab world relations dedicated 
to reliev ing ou r energy crisis. 
Israel’s major economic dev elop ­ 
ment arm is th e p owerfu l Netiev ei 
Naft oil-mineral comp lex . It op er­ 
ates ch iefly in th e Bilaiy im oil and 
oth er v alu able Sinai Peninsu la areas 
wh ich Israel cap tu red from Egy p t in 
th e 1967 war. 
Th e u nfolding scandal inv olv es 
th e Netiev ei Naft and th u s reach es 
h igh into th e Israeli cabinet. More­ 
ov er, a ch ief instigator in p u sh ing 
th e rev elations of graft and corru p ­ 
tion is Premier Golda Meir’s ch ief 
riv al, famo u s Defense Minister 
Mosh e Day an, th e h ero of th e war. 
Mrs. Meir h as ru led an Israeli co­ 
alition gov ernment since March 
1969, th anks to h er Labor p arty . Bu t 
wh en President Nix on last receiv ed 
at th e Wh ite Hou se dy namic, p op u ­ 
lar, tou gh General Day an th is war 
h ero inadv ertently demonstrated to 
Mr. Nix on th e dep th of th e bitter 
feelings between h imself and h is 
faction and th e su p p orters of Pre­ 
mier Meir. 
Th e Netiev ei Naft scandal en­ 
comp asses at th e same time (not u n­ 
like Watergate) th e Israeli intelli­ 
gence serv ices. 
Th e ap p aratu s is th e Mossad Ali- 
y ah Beth (Organization for th e Sec­ 
ond Immigration) and it was fou nd­ 
ed in 1937—th e first Israeli intelli­ 
gence organ. Its first job was to get 
Jews from Eu rop e to a safe h av en in 
Palestine. After Israel was fou nded 
in 1948 it became th e senior and con­ 
troller of fou r oth er Israeli intelli­ 
gence ap p aratu ses. 
Th ese inclu de th e Sh abak, an ab­ 
brev iation for Sh eru t Bitach on, th e 
Hebrew for secu rity serv ice, wh ich 
only watch es ov er Israel’s internal 
secu rity . 
Mrs. Meir controls th e Mossad 
and General Day an is in a ru nning 
battle with th e Sh abak, wh ich in­ 
v olv ed h is recent div orce and re­ 
marriage. Th e figh t is a h igh ly p er­ 
sonal matter with Day an. And in th e 


figh t h e is cou p ling th is h igh ly ex p lo­ 
siv e situ ation with anoth er largely 
u nrep orted condition. 
Day an blames th e gov ernment; 
for a “driftback” of Eu rop ean Jews- 
ou t of today ’s Israel into Eu rop e, 
notably of talented and trained 
y ou ng p eop le and p articu larly to 
France, wh ich h as Western Eu 
rop e’s largest (535,000) Jewish com­ 
mu nity . 
Meanwh ile, th ere is an influ x of 
Oriental, or so-called Arab Jews—: 
Sep h ardic Oriental Jews locally , 
called Sep h ardim. A fu ll 90 p er cent 
are from North African cou ntries, 
ch iefly fro m Morocco, Algeria, 
Egy p t and Lebanon. And th ese 
Sep h ardim now actu ally ou tnu mber 
th e Eu rop ean Jews in Israel. 
Yet, th e Eastern Eu rop ean Jews, 
locally described as Ash kenazim,; 
still dominate th e p olitical p ower 
ev en th ou gh th ey are now a mino ri-. 
ty . 
Th e Israel Knesset (Parliament) 
h as 120 members, of wh ich th ere are 
only 18 Sh ep h ardim Jews. And th e 
Sep h ardim still h old only abou t 
th ree p er cent of th e top -lay er civ il 
serv ice p ositions. Arou nd 9 0 p er cent 
of th e imp ortant gov ernment, mili­ 
tary and indu strial p ositions (in- , 
elu ding th e p owerfu l Netiev ei Naft) 
are h eld by Eastern Eu rop ean Jews. . 
Th ese Ash kenazim are ch iefly 
th e ch ildren of p arents born with in a 
6 00-mile radiu s of th e Minsk-Pinsk 
region. (Premier Meir was born in 
Kiev , Ru ssia.) And th e Sep h ardim, 
claiming taat th e Ash kenazim are 
enforcing a monop oly p ower, mili-* 
tantly p rotest th at th is clamp s th em ’ 
in a caste-class, fu tu re-starv ed so­ 
cial order as second-class citizens. 
In edu cation th e Sep h ardim dro p -' ■ 
ou t rate h as become ap p alling. Th e "1 
Sep h ardim comp rise 67 p er cent of ■ 
Israel’s imary sch ool enrollment bu t 
only fou r p er cent of th e u niv ersity - 
gradu ates. 
A q u icksand-like situ atio n is 
su cking at th e Israeli gov ernment. It 
is doing so wh ile th e United States is 
ov er an oil barrel with th e entire Ar­ 
ab world. Accordingly , a State De- ‘ 
p artment official deep ly inv olv ed 
with Mideast relations p riv ately ‘ 
stated to me: “Th e United States 
mu st rev iew th e entire Mideast p oli­ 
cy and sp ecifically consider wh eth er 
th e cost of th e U.S. su p p ort of Israel 
is worth th e economic and p olitical 
losses in th e Arab world and oth er •• 
Islamic cou ntries eastward to Paki- * 
stan.” 
Th e State Dep artment’s p roblem 
is h ow to op en th is Pando ra’s box 
ev en mu st one inch with ou t th e , 
wh ole lid fly ing off.

What does it all 
mean? Is the cou ntry hav ing a 
mass nerv ou s breakdown? A 
soldier in Vietnam, when asked 
to comment on the assassina­ 
tion, asked, “What in the hell is 
going on back home?” 
* Bobby Kennedy was a fatal­ 
ist. He was offered ex tra secu r­ 
ity in Los Angeles, bu t refu sed 
it. In his own prophetic words, 
‘Tf someone wants to get y ou — 
he’ll get y ou .” Bobby was right. 
Any one who wants to shoot y ou 
down can do it. It’s as easy to 
bu y a gu n today as a package of 
cigarettes. 
! How did America get this 
Way ? What in ou r national na­ 
tu re has produ ced this lov e of 
Violence? And lov e it we mu st.

Is this penchant for v iolence 
global or American? The fig­ 
u res speak for themselv es. In 
1967 gu ns were inv olv ed in 
more than 6 ,500 mu rders in the 
United States. France had a to­ 
tal of 20 gu n mu rders that same 
y ear. Belgiu m recorded 12 peo­ 
ple killed by gu ns in 1967. Of the 
last 21 U.S. Presidents six hav e 
been shot at and fou r hav e been 
killed. According to Dr. John 
Spiegel, psy chiatrist and direc­ 
tor of the Center For the Stu dy 
of Violence at Brandeis Univ er­ 
sity , “The United States Presi­ 
dency may be the highest risk 
job in the world.” 


Cowboy s and Indians are a 
traditional American game. 
The “good” man shoots the 
“bad” man, and that’s the way 
to get rid of people y ou don’t 
like. We bu y ou r children toy 
gu ns and holsters and cap pis­ 
tols and teach them that killing 
is manly and it can also be fu n. 
The President has appointed 
a Commission to stu dy v io­ 
lence. Until they come u p with 
some answers I’d like to offer a 
few su ggestions. Don’t bu y y ou r 
children toy gu ns. Don’t allow 
them to watch v iolence on TV. 
Don’t permit them to see mov ­ 
ies that deal with mu rder. 
Train y ou r children to settle 
their differences peacefu lly . If 
y ou see signs of ex treme hostil­ 
ity , u nu su al qu ietness, or the 
inability to relate to others, 
take him to a specialist. Don’t 
wait u ntil he kills somebody . 


Teach y ou r children that gen­ 
tleness is more effectiv e than 
bru tality , that mercy is more 
satisfy ing than rev enge—that 
lov e is stronger than hate. 
And here’s one more thing 
y ou can do. Write or wire y ou r 
Senator and tell him if he 
doesn’t su pport a decent gu n 
law the nex t time it comes u p 
y ou will not v ote for him again.

Spanish watch Greek switch

MADRID (AP) — Teetering 
on the brink of a monarchy , 
Sp ain is watching the end of 
one in Greece with more than 
p assing interest. 
Officially , there has been no 
reaction, and none is ex p ected. 
But the dethroning of King Con­ 
stantine of Greece, brother-in- 
law of Sp ain’s future king , 
bring s ev ents close to home. 
Friends of Prince Juan Car­ 
los de Borbon say nothing has 
imp ressed the future Sp anish 
ruler more than what has hap ­ 
p ened to Constantine. 


Desig nated by Gen. Fran­ 
cisco Franco, sup p orted by the 
army and the g ov ernment hier­ 
archy , the 35 -y ear-old p rince in­ 
tends to do nothing to erode 
that sup p ort, informants say . 
Underscoring this v iew was 
the p rince’s p resence Sunday 
beside the 8 0-y ear-old chief of 
state rev iewing the annual p a­ 
rade commemorating Franco’s 
v ictory in the Sp anish Civ il 
War. With Franco’s wife was 
Princess Sofía, Constantine’s 
sister and Juan Carlos’ wife, 
who rushed back to Madrid 
from Rome after seeing her 
brother. 


Constantine and his family 
hav e been frequent v isitors to 
Zarzuela Palace, Juan Carlos’ 
residence, since the Greek king 
went into v oluntary ex ile in 
Italy almost six y ears ag o after 
the army took ov er. 
Franco named Juan Carlos 
nearly four y ears ag o to suc­ 
ceed him someday , as chief of 
state and Sp ain’s first king 
since Juan Carlos’ g randfather, 
Alfonso XIII, abdicated in 1931. 
Trained by Franco since he 
was a boy , Juan Carlos has

Periodic flying tests 
New rules for pilots will 
be initiated on Nov. 1 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rules 
making p riv ate p ilots subject 
for the first time ev er to p eri­ 
odic checks of their fly ing abili­ 
ty will g o into effect Nov . 1. 
The rules also will require all 
ap p licants who, after Nov . 1, 
1974, ap p ly for a commercial 
p ilot’s license be instrument 
rated. 
The instrument requirement 
will not ap p ly to p riv ate p ilots 
or to p ilots who already p ossess 
a commercial license. The As­ 
sociated Press erroneously re­ 
p orted earlier that all p ilots 
would hav e to demonstrate 
their ability to fly by in­ 
struments. 
The new Federal Av iation 
Administration rules g o into ef­ 
fect Nov . 1 but p ilots do not 
hav e to qualify under them un­ 
til Nov . 1,197 4. An FAA sp okes­ 
man said p ilots may qualify un­ 
der either the new or old rules 
during the one-y ear transitional 
p eriod. 
The rules sp ecify that, after 
Nov . 1,197 4, no p erson may p i­ 
lot an aircraft unless within a 
p eriod of 24 months he: 
—Has taken a flig ht rev iew in 
an aircraft for which he is 
rated. That rev iew must be 
conducted by an ap p rop riately 
certified instructor or other 
p erson desig nated by the FAA. 
—Has a log book endorsed by 
the p erson conducting the re-

v iew, certify ing that he has sat: 
isfactorily accomp lished the 
flig ht rev iew. 
Althoug h there is no p ass-fail 
g rading , flig ht instructors who 
feel a p ilot may need work can 
elect not to sig n the log book. 
Pilots who find themselv es in 
that situation may take reme­ 
dial work from the instructor 
until he is willing to sig n their 
book or may find themselv es 
an instructor who thinks better 
of their abilities, the FAA said. 
If a p ilot has not met the two 
requirements within 24 months 
of his last flig ht rev iew, he will 
be g rounded. Howev er, he may 
reinstate himself at any time 
by satisfactorily taking the re­ 
v iew. 
In contrast to the non-p ass- 
fail nature of the rev iew re­ 
quirement, ap p licants for com­ 
mercial licenses after Nov . 1, 
1974, 
must 
p ass 
their 
in­ 
strument rating . 
If they do not, they will be 
restricted to carry ing p ay ing 
p asseng ers only during the day 
and only on flig hts of no more 
than 5 0 miles from their home 
airp orts. 
The FAA also has increased 
the 200-hour qualification re­ 
quirement for commercial p ilot

The North Vietnamese, mem­ 
bers of a small Communist p ar­ 
ty caug ht in the middle of the 
Sino-Sov iet quarrel, often hav e 
called for unity within the in­ 
ternational mov ement. But the 
use of the words “conforming 
to reason 
and 
sentiments” 
could hav e been a hint they are_ 
p ressing for a resolution of at 


least some asp ects of the long 
disp ute that has div ided Com­ 
munism. 
Desp ite rep eated Vietnamese 
insistence, the Chinese and 
Russians nev er were able to 
achiev e a common front during 
the Vietnam war. The Vietnam­ 
ese, now confronted with the 
need for massiv e continuing as­ 
sistance to rebuild their coun­ 
try , ap p arently hav e not g iv en 
up hop es of bring ing them to- 
g ether on this and other issues.

^Dear Reader — There are 
individual responses to foods. 
No doubt some individuals are 
sensitive to honey. Whether this 
is a type of food allergy or some 
other peculiarity I can’t state 
for certain. Perhaps one ex­ 
planation was offered by 
another reader who wrote to 
complain to me that not all 
honey was pure honey but the 
honey manufacturers were 
permitted to add syrup in 
limited amounts to honey and 
stity label it pure.

by an enzyme in the intestinal 
wall and then absorbed as a 
single sugar. You are correct, if 
a person were exceptionally 
sensitive to disaccharides, 
limiting sugar intake to glucose 
would eliminate the problem. 
The double sugar sucrose is 
common in natural fruits. 
Fortunately most individuals 
do not have an absolute in­ 
tolerance to double sugars and 
can use small amounts but 
there are individuals who can’t 
even tolerate this. Individuals 
who are truly, absolutely intol­ 
erant of table sugar or sucrose 
are relatively rare—almost as 
rare as a giraffe in a barnyard. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 
like for you to answer a few 
questions for me about ar­ 
tificial insemination. I un­ 
derstand that one must have a 
donor match up with her 
husband. But, couldn’t the 
husband be that donor? Under 
what condition can a woman 
have artificial insemination? 
Does this have to be done with 
the husband’s consent? Does 
this have to be done in a hos­ 
pital? Answer soon for I am 
thinking about having this 
done. 
Dear Reader — Artificial 
insemination has long been 
practiced in animal husbandry. 
In this way, for example, a 
quality or prize-winning bull 


may father many more calves 
than would be otherwise pos­ 
sible. 
It has had less extensive use 
in people — usually only when 
the man is sterile. Rarely, it 
might have some value when 
normal relations are 
im ­ 
possible for anatomical or other 
reasons but the husband is not 
sterile. This would be the only 
possible reason for using ar­ 
tificial insemination with the 
husband being the donor. 
Most couples want the off­ 
spring to have as many of the 
characteristics of the parents 
as possible. For that reason 
they choose a donor who has 
person al 
c h a ra c te ristic s 
similar to the husband but this 
isn’t an absolute requirement. 
Any woman who contem­ 
plates pregnancy through any 
means should do so with the full 
consent, and cooperation of her 
husband. 
Artificial 
in­ 
semination is no exception. A 
woman 
who 
achieved 
pregnancy by this means 
without her husband’s consent 
would likely have serious 
marital problems afterwards. 
It’s not possible to have this 
procedure done everywhere. 
Anyone desiring this procedure 
should contact the obstetrics 
and gynecology department of 
the nearest university medical 
center for information.

Chicken is a great favorite for 
picnics, cookouts and patio 
parties. Here are two unusual 
ways to prepare broiler-fryers. 
First is an Italian barbecue 
recipe Polio Alla Diavolo, or 
Devilled Chicken. Select a 
small fryer, about 2 pounds in 
size. Reserve neck and giblets 
for other purpose. Split the 
chicken down the back after 
washing carefully, but do not 
separate entirely. 
Spreadeagle the chicken on a 
cutting board and with a heavy 
object press it flat. Leave for 
about an hour until well flat­ 
tened. Blend 2 tablespoons dry 
mustard with 
cup oil, xk 
teaspoon 
pepper. 
Brush 
chicken with this mixture, 
reserving the rest for basting. 
Since you must have very 
high heat followed by reduced 
heat, be so guided in your 
preparation. In a broiler oven 
or gas grill, this is no problem. 
Get the fire very hot and sear 
the chicken on both sides but do 
not allow to blacken. Once 
chicken is seared reduce heat 
and broil until tender, basting 
frequently. Should be done in 30 
minutes after searing. Serve 
with garnish of parsely and 
fresh lemon slices. 
Another 
unusual 
recipe, 
excellent for outdoor cooking is 
German, Backhuhn in Bierteig, 
Chicken in Beer Batter. This is 
deep fried in oil or shortening. 
Make a smooth mixture of 1 
cup flour, 1 beaten egg, 1 
tablespoon melted butter (or 
lVi tablespoons oil). Add beer 
as needed (about 8 ounces) to 
obtain a smooth batter or non­ 
drip consistency. Next add a 
pinch of salt and let the mixture 
sit for 3 0 minutes. 
Wash a broiler-fryer, about 
2Vfe pounds in size, pat dry and 
cut into quarters. You can, of 
course, buy a chicken already 
quartered. Coat each piece with 
the batter. 
In a deep pan which will 
accommodate all the pieces 
heat oil (about 2 inches) until 
piping hot (a drop of water will 
sizzle). Fry chicken pieces until 
golden brown at high heat, then 
reduce heat and cook another 10 
to 15 minutes until chicken is 
done. Remove and drain on 
towelling before serving to 4. 
Great with warmed slices of 
french bread which can be done 
in foil on the grill while you’re 
preparing the chicken.

NEW YORK (AP) - Hugh 
Downs was in town the other 
day to talk to a network about 
a new TV series he has in 
mind. But the proposed show 
doesn’t involve make-believe. It 
concerns frank discussions of 
the sexual and emotional prob­ 
lems Americans face in real 
life. 
Before you get the idea the 
former star of NBC’s “Today” 
show has gone daft, a few 
things need explaining. In re­ 
cent years, Downs has become 
increasingly concerned about 
the population explosion. 
It’s led him to join the nation­ 
al board of the Planned Parent­ 


hood Federation. And he’s na­ 
tional cochairman of the Citi­ 
zens’ Committee on Population 
and the American Future. 
The latter group was formed 
to keep alive last year’s find­ 
ings and recommendations of a 
special commission — created 
by Congress at President Nix­ 
on’s request — that studied 
America’s population problems. 
The way Downs sees it, an 
educational TV series about sex 
and emotion would be of great 
help in carrying out the task of 
the citizens’ committee, formed 
by John D. Rockefeller III. 
“ In all honesty, I think the 
print media has been more for­ 
thright about these issues,” 
Downs said. “ It’s true that tele­ 


vision has displayed some real 
courage 
in 
areas 
of 
con­ 
troversy. 


“ But in the area of human 
sexuality, it’s been strangely si­ 
lent, damn near completely si­ 
lent. I think this is because sex­ 
uality is considered such a hot 
potato, which it needn’t be if 
honestly presented.” 


Downs, who declined to name 
the network with which he’s 
discussing the proposed series, 
said he’d like the show to run 
five times a week. 
The topics could range from 
rape to the pros and cons of 
abortion or federal funding for 
contraceptive research, he said.

The Asian sho rtage o f 
rice, a stap le fo o d fo r millio n s, 
also has mean t reco rd deman ds 
fo r the U.S. grain .

49 p er cen t fro m 1971 to a 
reco rd o f mo re than 1.45 mil­ 
lio n to n s an d acco u n ted fo r 74 
p er cen t o f all the U.S. rice 
so ld o v erseas last y ear, Park er 
said in his rep o rt. 
Rice sho rtages hav e fo rced 
man y Asian s to switch to o ther 
fo o ds, in clu din g wheat, Park er 
said in his rep o rt.

Two Dixonites to attend 
Daedalians gathering 


Herbert N. Parker, 118 E. Fellows, and 
Dement Schuler, 217 N. Dement Av e., will be 
picked up by a special Air Force plane in 
Rockford, Thursday , J une 21, and flown to 
Colorado Springs, Colo., to attend an annual 
two-day meeting of the Order of Daedalians, 
which will be held at the United States Air 
Force Academy . 
Both men were pilots in the army during 
World War I, and Parker spent two y ears in 
France instructing bombing for new pilots. 
Both men were founding members of the 
organization. 
The Order of Daedalians, which was for­ 
mally instituted on March 26 ,19 34, was com­ 
posed of those who, prior to the Armistice of 
1918 , held army ratings as pilots of heav ier- 
than-air craft. The preamble of the constitu­ 
tion of the Order stated its purpose “ To per­ 
petuate the spirit of patriotism and lov e of 
country ... and the high ideals of self-sacrifice 
which placed serv ice to the nation abov e per­ 
sonal safety and position, and to further ce­ 
ment the ties of comradeship which bound us 
together at that critical hour of our nation’s 
need.” 


Since Daedalus, along with his son, Icarus, 
was the first person ev er to accomplish heav ­ 
ier-than-air flight, according to the legend, it 
was considered that the name “ Order of Dae­ 
dalians” was both fitting and proper for an 
organization composed of those who first flew 
this country ’s airplanes in time of armed con­ 
flict. 
To perpetuate the “ Dandelions,” the or­ 
ganization’s nickname, new members were 
accepted, based upon rigid eligibility stand­ 
ards. The membership rolls grew to the near­ 
ly 6 ,000 members they hav e today . 
J ames Doolittle is also a founding member 
who should be familiar to many readers. Oth­ 
er more famous members of the Order of Da­ 
edalians are Barry Goldwater, Frank Bor­ 
man, Walter Schirra, Alan Shepard, and 
J ames McDiv itt. 
Parker and Schuler, aside from the regu­ 
lar business meetings and award presenta­ 
tions, will hav e the opportunity to be briefed 
and see mov ies by the NORAD Briefing Team 
at the Chey enne Mountain Control Center, 
and play some golf at the Eisenhower Golf 
Course.

through 197 2. 
He gav e up what was gener­ 
ally regarded as a safe seat in 
the llth District to oppose Re­ 
publican Sen. Charles H. Percy 
in the 197 2 general election. 
Pucinski remained optimistic 
through the senatorial cam­ 
paign in the face of polls that 
showed him lagging badly . 
On election night, Pucinski 
was buried by a landslide and 
took only about 40 per cent of 
the v ote. 
During his 14 y ears in the 
House, 
Pucinski

He was generally 
considered a spokesman for the 
state’s regular Democratic in­ 
terests.

Dean S. Sweet, director of Se­ 
lective Service for Illinois, has 
expressed concern over viola­ 
tions of the Military Selective 
Service Act of 1971.

The act requires men, upon 
attaining the age of 18 years, to 
register within 60 days, starting 
30 days before their 18th birth­ 
day. Those who register late 
may be reported to the United 
States Attorney for possible 
prosecution. 
Sweet further stated he be­ 
lieves the majority of violations 


have occurred due to misunder­ 
standings that have arisen 
since the end of the war in Viet­ 
nam and many announcements 
that no further induction calls 
would be issued. “The elimina­ 
tion of induction calls has in no 
way affected a young man’s re­ 
sponsibility to register with the 
Selective Service System,” he 
said, and encouraged all men to 
register on time to avoid future 
legal problems.

W ASHINGTON (A P) - De­ 
claring President Nixon’s eco­ 
nomic controls a failure, Senate 
Democrats are pushing legisla­ 
tion to freeze wages and prices 
for 90 days. 
In a unanimous vote Monday, 
the Senate Dem ocratic caucus 
vowed to take immediate steps 
to bring the proposal to a floor 
vote by attaching it to any ap­ 
propriate bill. 
The resolution endorsed by 
the caucus calls for a mandato­ 
ry freeze of prices, profits, 
wages and salaries, rents, and 
consumer interest rates. 
The caucus declared Nixon’s 
Phase 3 economic controls “ an 
unmitigated failure,” and said 
“ prices are now rising at the 
fastest rate in 22 years.” 
Sen. W alter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., sponsor of the resolu­ 
tion, added, “ Everybody, busi­ 
nessmen as well as economists 


and others, agrees that Phase 3 
has been a disaster.” 
M ajority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field told newsmen following 
the closed session that 33 or 34 
of the 57 Senate Democrats at­ 
tended and none dissented. 
The resolution commits Sen­ 
ate Democrats to attach a man- 
datory-freeze provision “ to the 
first appropriate bill coming 
before the Senate.” 
Sen. W illiam Proxm ire, D- 
W is., a resolution cosponsor, 
said the best vehicle might be a 
bill raising the ceiling on the 
national debt because it would 
be difficult for Nixon to veto. 
The caucus action portends a 
new clash with the adminis­ 
tration which is sticking by the 
relaxed controls of Phase 3. Ad­ 
vocates of a freeze may have 
picked up support since March 
and April when the Senate on 
two occasions defeated meas-

Chairman John T. Dunlop of 
the Cost of Living Council ad­ 
vised construction contractors 
and unions to act now to avoid 
“ the mess” existing in the in­ 
dustry prior to government con­ 
trols. 
Before the 1971 freeze, there 
was one strike for every three 
construction contracts that ex­ 
pired and were renegotiated, he 
said.

w&rs, followed by earthquakes, 
tl^e oceans will engulf a lf but 
an island that will rise in the 
Pacific Ocean. 
tDn May 5, 2000, it says, the 
Stelle Group will be surviving, 
hovering a dozen miles above 
the holocaust in aircraft whose 
design and means of propulsion 
will be dictated by the tech­ 
nology that develops during the 
remainder of this century. 
Plans for building the craft al­ 
ready are on the boards. 
The Stelle Group says it will 
establish the Kingdom of God 
on the island, ushering in a 
Golden Age whose roots now 
are being planted by the com­ 
munity in the cornfields 100 
miles south of Chicago. 
The 
group’s 
philosophy 
sounds far out, but it is recog­ 
nized by the Internal Revenue 
Service as a tax exempt organ­ 
ization under the category of a 
religious, educational, non-prof­ 
it corporation. 
The community now looks 
like an industrial complex, 
complete with a modern wood­ 
working factory, water treat­ 
ment plant and several modem 
dwellings—all constructed brick 
by brick and board by board by 
members of the group. 
Gradually, more land will be 
a<}ded to the community’s 340 
acres as it grows to 48 city 
blocks; transversed by electric 
cars it will build; fed by its 
own products from hydroponic- 


al farms of water, gravel and 
chemical beds. 
The community, which hopes 
to be self-sustaining with 10,000 
members by 1980, is governed 
by a Board of Trustees of five 
members elected by ballot ev­ 
ery two years. 
The leader and president of 
the board is Richard Kieninger, 
45, who looks more like a bank­ 
er than a prophet. He is an en­ 
gineer and was in the con­ 
tracting business in Chicago. 
His wife, Gail, says, “We’re 
not as way out as writers make 
us sound. ... We primarily are 
interested in building a better 
community, a better environ­ 
ment for our children, and we 
spend very little thought on 
end-of-the-world predictions. 
“You might say,” she adds, 
“ that we are taking certain 
precautions, but if nothing hap­ 
pens, at least we have built a 
better community. After all, 
many scientists are predicting 
an increased number of earth­ 
quakes in the near future, mov­ 
ies are made of a doomsday 
brought on by atomic war, and 
aircraft are being built to stay 
aloft for long periods. So what 
is so unusual about us?” 
The woodworking plant is the 
first of various others to be 
built—all part of Stelle In­ 
dustries, the economic back­ 
bone. 
The factory manager is Gary 
Henderson, a young ex-service­ 
man who says he joined the

Kieninger’s book “Hie Ultimate 
Frontier.” 
“ Our products—wood indus­ 
trial supplies, cabinets, other 
built-ins and so forth—are sold 
on the competitive market,” he 
says. “ Our forte is pride in 
workmanship. We’ve grossed 
about $70,000 since the first of 
the year.” 


Although there are only seven 
or eight factory workers now, 
production can be stepped up to 
around the clock. 
“We work six days a week, 
11 hours a day,” hie explains. 
“We are paid going rates for 50 
hours of work. The other 16 
hours are donated—tithing we 
call it. With these hours we can 
plan all the shifts we need.” 


Mrs. Marlyn Valentine tells 
of the group’s school, which is 
accredited: 
“There are about 40 children 
in the community ranging in 
age from 1 to 18 years old. All 
at the age of 3 have learned to 
read and begin school. We don’t 
go by grades. There is contin­ 
ual learning progress through 
age 21. 


“ All basic courses of public 
schools are taught. Our person­ 
al philosophy is integrated.

Environment Week starts in Japan 


TOKYO (A P ) — Excursion 
boats with twinkling lights are 
returning to the River Sumida 
here. The stench is gone, and 
pedestrians and cyclists no 
longer need hold their noses 
while crossing its bridges. 


W hat’s more, Tokyo soon 
may have a law guaranteeing 
the “ right to sunshine.” 
On these hopeful notes, Ja ­ 
pan, one of the world’s most 
crowded and polluted countries, 
began its Environm ent Week. 
The observance started with 
No Car Tuesday, throughout 
the country. Everyone from 
government m inisters on down 
was asked to leave their au­ 
tomobiles home and ride public 
transit or walk to work. Detec­ 
tors were set up to measure the 


hoped-for drop in air pollution. 
The change in the Sumida 
River is something of a resur­ 
rection. 
Nine years ago, the river was 
pronounced dead after its water 
turned to black sludge. Since 
then, the Sumida and other riv ­ 
ers have been partially cleaned 
through such measures as po­ 
licing of industrial wastes, in­ 
creasing the flow of water and 
erection of treatment plants for 
70 per cent of the sewerage.

anyone constructing a building 
higher than 24^ feet to obtain 
the consent of three-fourths of 
the neigborhood’s residents. 
In individual cases, the gov­ 
ernment already has banned 
construction of structures that 
would cut off sunshine or light 
to neighboring buildings. 
Despite this news, the city 
and the nation are still faced 
with massive problems of pollu­ 
tion of the air, the sea and the 
earth. 
How to cope with some of 
them w ill be the theme of lec­ 
tures during the week by the 
director-general of the Environ­ 
ment Agency, Vice Prem ier 
Takeo M iki, and Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie, D-Maine. Muskie 
sponsored m ajor clean air leg­ 
islation in the U.S. Senate.

ATLANTA (NEA)— Somebody down there doesn’t like Henry 
Aaron. From a town in Tennessee comes this postcard to him: 
“You can hit all dem home ru ns over dem short fences bu t you 
caint take dat black off yo face. Rite on.” 
From Arkansas, this letter: 
“Some blacks we admire and respect— bu t can’t tolerate cocky 
niggers like you .” 
From Boston: 
“Everybody loved Babe Ru th. You will be the most hated gu y 
in this cou ntry and elsewhere if you break his career home-ru n 
•record of 714.” 
Not all of Henry Aaron’s volu minou s mail is so vitu perative. 
The fame that has come with his 673 home ru ns elicits varied let­ 
ters. 
From New Jersey, for example: “I’ll speak to you straight. I 
don't really like the Braves, bu t you are the greatest player I have 
ever seen in all my life on this earth of 6Vfe years.” 
And from Florida: “I am writing to say I hope you break Babe 
Ru th’s home-ru n record. You are a tru e credit to the game; not 
only as a player, bu t also as a good hu man being. I have seen the 
way you cooperate by giving au tographs after the game and treat­ 
ing the you ng with patience and kindness.” 
* 
Perhaps 90 per cent of Henry Aaron’s several hu ndred letters a 
week are kindly disposed to him and his pu rsu it of Babe Ru th’s ca­ 
reer home-ru n record, according to Carla Koplin, Aaron’s private 
secretary.

Miss Koplin may be the only private secretary ever hired by a 
major leagu e baseball team to handle all the correspondence 
a nd 
screen the phone calls and appointments for one player. 
The Atlanta Braves began to believe their own pu blicity 
department which says that “this greatest record of all records if 
now being challenged,” and that “Hie greatest sports story in his» 
tory is now taking place in Atlanta.” So two years ago, as the mail 
mou nted when it was realized that Hank Aaron was encroaching on 
the record, the Braves asked Miss Koplin, who had been working in 
another department in the Braves’ front office, if she wou ld like the 
job of being Aaron’s girl Friday. Yes, she said, withou t hesitation; 
She now sits in an office with a large black-and-white poster of 
her boss on the wall behind her. He is hitting a home ru n. “HANK! ’ 
reads the poster. “There’s nobody else exactly like him.” 
£ 
“It’s tru e,” she said. “He never raises his voice. And he always 
says, ‘please’ and ‘thank you .’ Very few people in this world do 
that.” 
Miss Koplin says she is swamped daily with mail. Bu t almos( 
all the mail is answered. Mu ch of it is from kids who want au to* 
graphs. So Miss Koplin gets all those letters together, with pictu res 
of Aaron, and then waits for him to come to the office where he 
signs them all. “If a child takes time to write him,” she said, “then 
Hank thinks the least he can do is take time to sign an au tograph 
personally.” 
* 
Miss Koplin begins her workday at 9 a.m. She sorts the mail 
into fou r categories: (1) Those asking for au tographs only; (2) Un­ 
u su al fan letters, mostly from kids; (3) Letters of appreciation 
from older fans; and (4) “fan letters” with a qu estion mark. 
, “The last are those u gly letters,” she said. “He doesn’t answer 
them. Bu t he won’t let me throw them away. He ju st says, ‘Filfc 
them.’ He has some pu rpose in keeping them. I’m not su re what it 
is. Maybe he is going to inclu de them in a book of his life.” 
Not all of the category fou r letters attack Aaron solely. On| 
from Connecticu t, for example, -said: “I saw you today on TV and f 
think you are fu ll of bu ll. You and all the baseball players are ova» 
paid. Go to work as a janitor for $ 2.50 per hou r and you ’ll see hoifi 
good you r $ 200,000-a-year salary is. Comparing you rself to a doctor* 
Man, you ’re ou t of you r mind. The best thing for America— abolish 
baseball. Back to the salt mines.” 
Kids are a great deal more sympathetic, it seems. “I ai$ 
writing this to tell you how good a player you are,” wrote a boy 
from Dix Hills, N.Y. “I feel sorry for you becau se you mu st get 
tired of going arou nd the bases so many times.” 
And from Canada: “We collect baseball cards. .. The boy nexi 
door wanted to trade me for you r pictu re. I told him if he gave me £ 
million cards or dollars, he cou ldn’t bu y you r pictu re from me. I 
wish I lived next door to you so you cou ld teach me how to play 
baseball. When I play baseball I pretend I am the ‘GREAT HANK 
AARON.’ I wish I cou ld meet you . I wou ld be so happy I wou ld walk 
u pside down.”

He also receives su ch intimate ou tpou rings as this: “I am a 
switch hitter. I strike ou t lefty or righty. . . ” 
* 
And: “My dog loves you . When my dad watches one of yoii 
games, she sits and wags her tail hard.” 
; 
Also, advice su ch as the one abou t the television commercial 
Aaron does for “Oh! Henry.” It is one of Aaron’s favorite letters* 
“That candy bar commercial doesn’t do a thing for you . If you waii 
to get a shot of you r face, and show the produ ct, tell why you like 9 
and take a big bite ou t of it. And be su re to let the chocolate drool 
down you r face. People like gooey candy. However, you mu st war! 
teen-agers against eating too mu ch of it. Chocolate cau ses crateit 
(the finer term for pimples).” 
Then there is the card Aaron received last December. It was 
mailed directly to his home. The printed card read, “With warm 
best wishes for a joyou s Christmas and a Happy New Year. The 
President and Mrs. Nixon.” 
He probably wou ld have been flattered if he hadn’t fou nd th en- 
velope so fu nny. It was hand-written and addressed to “Mr. Frank 
Aaron.” 
On eka n only wonder: Did Herbert and Mrs. Hoover
